CHUNGKING, Aug. 28.—(BUP)—Chinese forces driv- 
ing relentlessly against the Japanese today occupied the 
city of Chuhsien, captured the airfield at Lishui and fought 
their way to the south gates of that city.

said Chuhsien site of the finest 
airport in southeastern China, 
was occupied by Chinese forces 
at 4 a.m, today, and a later report 

from the front said the Lishui 
airfield had been captured. 

The best airfields in the area-- 
fields from which American bomb- 
ers can take off to attack Tokyo— 
are at Chuhsien, Lishui and Kinhwa 
and only the latter site now re- 
mains in enemy hands. 

The forces at Lishui were fight- 
ing their way through the gates, it 
was said. At Chuhsien the Jap- 
anese retreated eastward, blowing 
up roads and bridges to cover their 
rear-guard. Chuhsien 
was a city of ruins and the air- 
field had been damaged

NAZIS AT APPROACHES TO CITY

MOSCOW, Aug. 28—(AP)

The situation at the great Volga 
city of Stalingrad admittedly was 
grave, with the fight raging to a 
climax, but Russian reports took 
the encouraging tone that shock 
troops of the Nazi assault had 
been forced to form the classic 
round defence and fight for. sur- 
vival, 


One German armored spearhead 
was reported cut off completely 
and encircled on the sun-baked 
Steppes northwest of Stalingrad. 


START AIR ASSAULTS 


The main German forces stream- 
ed up from the rear in a desperate 
attempt to make good their break- 
through by force of numbers, and 
dive-bombers began destructive at- 
tacks on the city. 

While the land and air battle 
for the “City of Stalin” raged to 
full violence, the Red army was 

hammering home its own offen- 
sive in the suburbs of Nazi-held 
Rzhev where the Germans held 


out 130 miles from Moscow 
through last winter’s Russian 
push, 


Red Star declared the fight for 
Stalingrad held “the key to vic- 
tory,” so important was regarded 
the great industrial town which 
sprawls for miles along the low 
east bank of the mighty Volga. 


HURL NAZIS BACK 

With the stiffening of the Rus- 
sian last ditch stand there dis- 
patches declared that in one salient 
(presumably northwest of the city) 
the Russians had hurled the Ger- 
mans back in local counter attacks, 
recapturing three settlements. 

The defenders were hardest 
pressed from the southwest where 
the Germans were reported charg- 
ing over mounds of their own dead, 


Pravda reported a strong force 
of Nazi parachutists who landed 
behind the Stalingrad line and 
seized temporary control of a 
road junction had been wiped 
out, 

Fighting for the Caucasus ap- 
peared moving at a slower pace 
now that the battles had moved into 
mountain passes more easily de- 
fended. 

Red army men fell back again in 
the Prokhladnenski area of the 
Caucasus, but held firm at a junc- 
tion of mountain roads south of Ir- 
asnodar, the mid-day communique 
announced. 


MAINTAINING DRIVE 

The midnight communique said 
Russian troops, maintaining the in- 
itiative in a drive launched Aug. 11, 
broke into a heavily-fortified popu- 
lated place on the central front and 
killed 200 Germans and disabled 26 
enemy tanks. 

Field dispatches indicated the 
point which might be Sychevka, a 
way station on the Rzhev-Vyazma 
railway 120 miles west of Moscow, 
or Rzhev itself, an upper Volga 
stronghold where Red vanguards 


were previously reported battling 
the Germans in the street. 

The Moscow radio said 92 Ger- 
man planes had been shot down 
in the area in the last two days. 
Guns still flamed also in the 

Voronezhe area of the upper Don 
and the Germans were said to have 
lost 800 dead in recent fighting for 
a community on the west bank.

The Japanese problem was to 
overcome our air superiority and 
they were forced to use carrier- 
based pianes, very largely, for the 
initial attack, which came on 
Aug. 23-24 against our positions 
on Guadalcanal Island, adjacent 
to Tulagi, 

The first effort of the enemy was 
to destroy an airfield the marines 
had put into operation on Guada- 
canal and this failed completely 
when 21 of the Japanese planes, ap- 
parently from carriers, were shot 
down, During the night,

LONDON Aug. 28.—(CP)—The 
men of the Royal Canadian Navy 
played a leading part in the fierce

In terms of organization the 
new board will become virtually 
a department of government. The 
titular head will be the prime 
minister, but in, practice the 
board will function directly under 
the war committee of the cab- 
inet. 

Thus, for the first time since the 
outbreak of the war, this country is | 
to make the experiment of a full-| 
out information service. By impli- 
cation, at least, the information or- 
ganizations which have preceded it, 
are condemned as failures. Charles | 
Vining, secretary of the Newsprint 
Association and a highly skilled 
| public relations man, is to be the 
chairman of the board. Indeed, he! 
| is its author, since the new organi- 

zation is based upon a report made 

by him to Mr. King. 

| Associated with him on the board 
are Philip Brais, of Montreal, for 
some timea member of the Godbout 
| government. Mr. Brais is recog-; 
nized as a leading French-Cana- 
dian; a man who is heart and soul 
|in this war and who, if by-elections

OTTAWA, Aug. 28.—(CP)—A

ENTHUSIASM DROPS 


The delegation said that failure 
of the government to give leader- 
ship in the quest had resulted in 
enthusiasm falling off among pros- 
pectors eager to assist the war ef- 
fort, but who were without direc 
tion as to what was required 

“There are 10,000 prospectors in 
the field in Russia, but in Ontario 
where 600 were prepared to go into 
the bush prospecting this year only 
about 200 finally went,” said George 
A. MacMillan of Toronto, associa- 
tion president and leader of the 
delegation 

Mr. Crerar promised discussion 
of the association suggestions 
with Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of 
munitions and supply, who is in 
charge of war supplies.

Nazis Admit Sub |

NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—(AP) 
The German radio acknowledged 
yesterday that U-boats were en- 
countering “vicissitudes” in their 
campaign against shipping off the 
North American east coast, but con- 
tended their troubles were due to 
a reduction in shipping rathér than 
to ‘improved anti-submarine de- 
fences 

Openly stating that its account 
was intended as a contradiction 
of “United States propaganda re- 
ports,” the German broadcast 
quoted Nazi “military quarters” 
as saying that American conclu- 
sions concerning better means of 
combatting submarines were 
“premature.”

“It is also 
clear that each prisoner of war was 
only permitted to write one letter 
for forwarding via the Gripsholm.” 


COMPLETE LIST SOON 

The announcement also said that 
a complete list of Canadian prison- 
ers of war in Hong Kong may be 
expected shortly. Arrangements had 
been made for the list to be cabled 
from Japan to Geneva by the Inter- 
national Red Cross and from there 
to Canada. Next-of-kin would be 
notified as soon as the list reached 
Ottawa. 

Letters from next-of-kin to 
prisoners of war went forward on 
the Gripsholm June 18, the defence 
department said, and “it would be 
reasonable to expect that Canad- 
ians at Hong Kong will be receiv- 
ing their first mail early in Sep- 
tember.” 

The Gripsholm would+make a 
second trip from New York under 
the exchange agreement early in 
September and further shipments 
of medicines, food supplies and 
clothing were being forwarded 
under auspices of the Canadian 
Red Cross, along with letters and 
next-of-kin packages which did 
not go on the previous shipment. 

Those wishing to forward mail on 
the Gripsholm’s next voyage from 
New York were advised that every 
effort would be made to facilitate 


delivery. Letters should bear an 
airmail stamp and should be ad- 
dressed as follows:

To Keep the Record Straight 


Alderman H, D. Ainlay writes an in- 
teresting letter to The Bulletin, which was 
printed on this page yesterday, in which 
he takes issue with an editorial appearing 
last Saturday. 

In this editorial we undertook to de- 
fend the profit motive against the C.C.F. 
doctrine of socialization. 

Most members of the Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation are excellent 
citizens with a well-intentioned desire to 
eliminate the abuses of the present econ- 
omic system. But they all seem to have a 
grave weakness which is sharply exem- 
plified in Alderman Ainlay’s letter. Just 
as Mr. Ainlay insists on misreading our 
editorial, so do his colleagues insist on 
shying away from the facts. 

This refusal to be realistic glares out 
in Mr, Ainlay’s suggestion that The Bul- 
letin disagrees with the policy of public 
ownership and would favor selling Ed- 
monton’s.public utilities to private inter- 
ests. There is nothing whatsoever in our 
editorial to indicate disagreement with the 
policy of public ownership in certain com- 
modities, such as public utilities. But the 
socialization of such things as light and 
power and water, which everyone must 
have, does not argue for one minute that 
the socialization of all production would 
work. 

There is a certain subtle difference be- 
tween electricity and chewing gum, for in- 
stance, which does not require a profound 
economic symposium to expound. 

And that, of course, is the funda- 
mental weakness of the socialistic posi- 
tion. It is a doctrine or set of doctrines 
built up by the process of taking laws 
which govern small particulars and _in- 
Stances and expanding them into general 
rules by which the socialists would govern 
all life. 

All philosophy denies the truth of such 
a process, All experience shows it does 
not work, 

We agree with Mr. Ainlay that money 
is not wealth. But we still maintain that 
wealth has been conscripted in Canada. 
The rigid control of production and the 
drastic manpower regulations take over 
“goods and services” as completely as the 
first payday in September will demons- 
trate how completely the Government has 
conscripted money. 

It is interesting to note how eagerly 
Mr. Ainlay applies the principle of ‘re- 
ductio ad absurdam” to the arguments in 
our editorial while his own party has no- 
toriously refused to carry even its major 
doctrines to a logical conclusion. 


He would put words in our mouth 
about public utilities. But nothing could 
induce his party to extend the benign 


promises of socialism to those phases of 
Canadian life where hope and assistance 
are needed most. Agriculture, for in- 
stance, is specifically excluded in the C. C. 
F. platform from the dubious blessings of 
socialization 

To deny the realism of the profit mo- 
tive in our economic system is to deny all 
the verities of human psychology. It is to 
assume the realization of a group moral- 
ity which has never been attained. 


Mr, Ainlay wonders at our astonishing 
sponsorship of social security while we 
Strain at socialism. Perhaps the fellow 


who laid down the dictum that no good 


could come out of Galilee was also a 
C.C.F-er, born out of his time. 

This is just by way of keeping the 
record straight.

works a hardship on those who employ 
cars in a commercial way 

It seems unfair that any business or 
industrial car should be restricted in the 
use of gasoline while it is possible to per- 
mit the use of a single gallon for joy- 
riding. 

The complete prohibition of gasoline 
for pleasure purposes would appear to 
meet the needs of the situation better than 
a mere drastic reduction. 

Where the war is concerned, private 
pleasure has passed out of the picture. 
The sooner we realize that, the sooner can 
we get down to the essential business of 
total war. 


Public Information 


It has been obvious to the Canadian 
public that reorganization of the machin- 
ery of public information has been long 
overdue. That Ottawa now proposes to 
do something about it gives rise to the 
hope that the broader aspects of propa- 
ganda will be considered in the change. 


We have been taught, through preju- 
dice, to believe that propaganda has some- 
thing inherently evil about it. Actually, 
propaganda is only the application of in- 
formation to the achievement of a desired 
purpose. That purpose may be benefi- 
cent as well as malign, 


The Bureau of Public Information has 
failed in its purpose because it has never 
taken this latter fact into account. It has 
confined itself to disseminating informa- 
tion without giving that information a di- 
recton and a point. 


In other words, as every successful 
newspaper knows, news or information is 
of little value to the public unless it is 
accompanied by some kind of intelligent 
interpretation. Bare facts have little value 
unless the relation between them is clear- 
ly established. 


Propaganda is a profound science. It 
is concerned with building up an enlight- 
ened and active public opinion. This can- 
not be done by letting out unrelated and 
undirected morsels of information.

Now, it is my guess that the 
persons conducting our  propa- 
ganda feel this: they must be con- 
scious of a lack of policy. And 
that may be one reason for the 
fact that our whole political prop- 
aganda is a secret theater of war. 

For wherever there is secrecy, 
there is likely to be vacuity as 
well. 

The Axis propaganda has @ pol- 
icy because the leaders of the 
Axis powers have a perfectly clear 
picture in their minds of the kind 
of a world they wish to achieve, 
Their propaganda is a perfectly 
tuned instrument for the achieve- 
ment of that world. When they lie, 
as they do, they lie for a very 
clear purpose. 

But we even tell the truth with- 
out any clear purpose. For we 
have no clear picture of the kind 
of world we wish to achieve. Our 
only guides are the extremely am- 
orphus statements of the Atlantic 
Charter. We promise to free 
people from want and fear; but 
we don't say how, and so we don't 
convince them. We don’t even con- 
vince ourselves. 

In fact, we go to war with that 
iron determination described by 
an English schoolboy, in Cecil 
Hunt's “Book of Howlers.” 

“The Duke of Marlborough,” 
wrote the boy, in a school examin- 
ation, “was a great general who 
always commenced every battle 
with a fixed determination in his 
mind to win or lose.”

checks on a Hong Kong bank. Bor- 
rowing a pencil from the Chinese, 
I wrote out a check for three hun-| 
dred dollars. It was part of the in- 
sanity of that moment that I signed 
the check “Adolf Hitler.” 

“Take this to the Hong Kong & 
Shanghai Banking Corporation af- 
ter the war,” I said to him, “and 
they will cash it 

That was quite all right with him 
He nodded gravely, put the check

Parents Have 
Onus in Cases 
Of Delinquency 


Failure of parents to provide 
the proper home Influence for 
their children is the main reason 
for the substantial increase in 
juvenile deliquency in the pro- 
vince since the start of the war, 
according to information received 
from the Alberta Child Welfare 
Department. 


For the first six months of the 
year 563 deliquency cases have been 
dealt with, T. R. Blaine, superin- 
tendent of the department, stated. 
He said Edmonton's juvenile delin- 
quency rate was far below that of 
Calgary. 

A total of 795 cases of delin- 
quency were dealt with by courts 
in 1938. In the first year of the war 
1939, the figure was 811 and in 1940, 
914, The total jumped to 1,196: last 
year. 


BEFORE COURTS 


All 


The Edmonton juvenile court 
dealt with 95 delinquents, 19 of 
whom were charged with infrac- 


tions of bylaws. During the same 
period Calgary courts dealt with 
350 cases, of which 251 were for 
bylaw infractions. 

“A juvenile delinquent is not 
necessarily a bad boy. He is the 
result of environment in his home 
or community, or in both,” Mr. 
Blaine said. 

“| have never seen a boy 
charged with any serious crime 
who belongs to some boy’s club 
or organization. Church groups 
aid tremendously, but many par- 
ents are antagonistic towards 
churches and refuse to allow their 
children to belong to Tuxis or 
Scout groups. 


“Many parents accept little or no 
responsibility for the children un- 
der their charge. They give little 
or no moral training to their child- 
ren. They don't think it’s important 
to send their children to Sunday 
school and do not attend church 
themselves. 

“If the parents get morally care- 
less, and the Sunday schools and 
churches don’t get a chance to 
train the youngsters, you can't ex- 
pect anything but trouble.”

Commenting on the possibility of 
release of employees to help in 
harvesting the 1942 crop, Mayor 
Fry said that all departments were 
operating with minimum. staffs, 
which made it impractical to im- 
plement any plan for the release of 
employees for harvest work.

A man who asserts that the mod-,,, 
ern marriage is a complete failure 
wants to know whether I think the 
marriage of the future will be more 
successful, and whether in another 
generation or two husbands and 
wives will have worked out a bette: 
plan for living together in peace 
and harmony than they have now. 

Not having the gift of prophecy, 


| cannot answer this question. 
However, | am optimistic enough 
to believe that the marriage of 
the future will be a great im- 
provement on that of the past. | 
think that while no one will ever 
be able to devise a fool-proof 
scheme to keep husbands and

Nazi Eurepe | . 
Hit From Ar 
On Two Sides 


LUNVUN, Aug. 2ZB—(CP)— 
The Russians from the east and 
British, Canadian and American 
Allies from the west are engaged 
in a whipsaw aerial pounding 
against German-occupied Europe, 
it became apparent last night, 
with Soviet raids on Berlin and 
east German towns to which Rhur 
and Rhineland industries have 
been moved and continued at- 
tacks launched from Britain. 


In their sixth big foray against 
the enemy in Europe, American 
Flying Fortresses escorted by two 
squadrons of R.C..F. fighters and 
other squadrons of R.A.F. Spitfires, 
shipyards at Rotterdam 
and again all returned home yester- 
day, a joint R.A.F.-U.S. headquart- 
ers announcement said. 


EIGHT CITIES HIT 

This latest combined aerial oper- 
ation against Germany's’ might 
fanned out over eastern Germany 
in destructive raids on at least 
eight cities and towns, and Canad- 
ian fighters escorted R.A.F. Hurri- 
cane bombers to an attack on ship- 
ping in the harbor of the battle- 
marked Dieppe. 4 

Near the beach at Dieppe 
where the Canadian army men 
fought so heroically last week, 
the Hurricane-bombers swooped 
out of the sun, bombed and shot 
up five shipe which appeared to 
be anchored jin Dieppe harbor 
right under the guns of the shore 
batteries. 


Three ships of 1,500 tons each 
were seriously: damaged and a 
smaller vessel also was hit. After

Winter Driving 
Outlook Serious 


The outlook for the purchasing of 
anti-freeze for next fall and 
winter driving is “serious at the 
present time", R. A. Godson, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Motor Associa- 
tion stated Friday.

They either will be able 
to get by for another winter, if they
